Pron time to time questions have erisen in the field concerning the eppli- 
cability of SCAPIN 945, deted 11 Mey 1946, subject: Reorgenizetion of Government- 
el Public: Heelth end Yelfare Activities. Peregraph 3 of SCAPIN 945 stetes the 
Japenese Government "will ceuse to be established in prefecturel governments 2 
Bureeu of Heelth end e Bureeu of Welfrre"., Peragrevh 5 strtes "the reorgrenize- 
tion es e result of this memorendum will be subject to medificetion by ection of 
the Jepenese Diet". The Diet, by means of the Locel Autonomy Law (Lew No. 67, | 
deted 16 /pril 1947), hes teken ection concerning the orgenizetion of Prefectur- 
el Hee 1th end Welfere Depertments,. 


The Loce) Autonomy Law wes emended by the Jepanese Diet on 7 December, This 
emendment becomes effective 1 Janusry 1948. Article 158 of the Locel Autonomy 
Lew now provides: "For the purpose of sllotting the affeirs which fell within 
the powers of the governor of e metropolis, district or urben or locel prefecture , 
bureeus or depertments shall be established", 

Separate provision is mede for the orgenizetion of the Wetropotty (Tokyo-to) 
government. The prescribed orgsnizetion for the other prefectures ¢s ‘provided in 
Article 158 of thé Locel Autonomy Lewis as follows:

Development of School Lunch Progrem | 


The first enniversery of the Jrunching of the School Lunch Progrem by the 
Ministry of Eduertion in cocperetion with the Ministries of Welfrre end Agri- 
culture end Forestry, wes observed on 1] December. 


On 11 December 1946 the first School Lunch Progrem wes leunched in the 
Tokyo-to, Krnayrwe Prefecture] Region; 300 schools prrticiprting, with « totel 
enrollment of 297,646 children. The scheol lunch wes cerved twice « week. LARA 
ellocetion of 300 tons of porvdered skimmed milk constituted the mein dietery 
item, 


As of 1 December 1947, 5,062 schools were ine?uded in the Scheol Lunch Pror 
grem (3,504 vrben end 1 5558 rurel). Four million, one hundred five thousend, 
five hundred md sixty children were benefited through lunch ios ne de evr Llrble 
3 - 5 time- per week,

in the centers.

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DIGEST OF WEEKLY REPORT OF COMMUNICABLE DISEASLS 
IN JAPAN FOR THE WEEK ENDING 6 DECEMBER 1947 


There was an inepease of nearly 5 percent in the total number of communicable 
disease cases (10,575) Por the week ending 6 December 1947, as compared 
with the totel (10,95) reperted in the preceeding week, Tuberculesis alone (5,696 
eases) accounted for more than half the total cases. Approximately 36 percent of 
the total cases were ereqited to: pnetmonia (2,407), whooving cough (776), measles 
(619), and influenza (45), 


The remaining 12 communicable diseases included in this report aecounted for 
1,029 cases and 139 deaths in the current week, compared with 1,095 cases and 156 
deaths last week, Of these 12 acute diseases, diphtheria (523 cases and 51 deaths) 
accounted fer more than 50 percent of the cases and more than 35 percent of the 
deaths, : 


Both cases and deaths from diphtheria declined, Ceses decreased 17 percent 
from 633 to 523. Current. deaths (51) were approximately 9 percent less than the 
number (56) reported last week.. The current and cumulative case r-tes per 100,000 
population per annum were 35.0 and 36.7 respectively, Corresponding death rates 
were 3.4 and 3.0, 


The incidence of dysentery decreased 21 percent from 115 cases last week to 
91 cases in the current week, Deaths decreased 24 percent from 59 te 45, The 
current aid cumujative case rates were €,1 and 53.3 respectively, Corresponding 
death rates were 3,0 and 10,0, 


hoid fever cases (191) were nearly 10 percent greater than the number 
(174) reported in the preceding week, Deaths rose from 26 to 29, The eurrent and 
cumulative case rates were 12,8 and 23.6 respectively.
